With Their Own 
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Would Suicide To Make 
Good Big Shortage 


Phil Gevurtz Said to Have Offered 
to "Go West” If He Were 
Given Opportunity 


- VANCOUVER.—J. A. Bancroft, 


former assistant manager of the head) 


office of the Merchants Bank of Can- 
ada in Vancouver, will be formally 
committed for trial next Tuesday, in 
connection with the shortages of 
$67,000. For some reason that neither 
the chief officials of the bank nor the 
court has yet been able to learn, Ban- 
croft some months ago began taking 
all kinds of chances to lend money to 
Phil Gevurtz and the lumber com- 
pany with which that young broker 
was connected, 

When the bank began to investi- 
gate, Bancroft made no denial of the 
charge. But he insisted on a dozen 
oceagions that he was alone and en- 
tirely responsible and that no one else 
had anything to do with the acts he 
committed. Whenever the Gevurtz 
account was in a hole, which was 
quite often, Bancroft borrowed money 
from other depositors’ accounts to 
make the Gevurtz balance stand up, 
and finally he lifted $45,000 worth of 
Victory Bonds from an envelope be- 
longing to W. H. Day and allowed 
them to go out of the bank to be 
used as security for a loan with a 
money lender, all for the good of the 
Gevurtz account. And he claimed he 
was paid nothing for it. 

When the bank sent for Gevurtz, 
according to the testimony of J. A. 
Fraser, the superintendent, the young 
lumber dealer offered to make rood 
by committing suicide. He said he 
had insurance policies for a hundrea 
thousand dollars, and if Mr. Fraser 
would please leave him alone for a 
minute he would make a hasty exit to 
another world and leave a substantial 
bank balance behind him. Hating t& 
have his office mussed up, Mr. Fraser 
declined the offer of suicide. 

Gevurtz is now charged with con- 
spitacy in a third charge before the 
court, that remains unfinished.

| FORECAST 


During the week centering on De- 
cember 18 another warm wave will 
appear in the extreme northwest and 
temperatures will rise in all the north- 
ern Rockies and their immediate vi- 
cinities. Temperatures will be warm- 
er than usual on all the continent till 
near end of the month. The storm 
that brings that warm wave will ex- 
pend its forces principally in a change 
to higher temperatures; a destructive 
storm is not expected. This warm 
wave, with the usual storm wave and 
cool wave following, will drift south- 
eastward, then northeastward, cross- 
ing continent in four or five days. Not 
much precipitation is expected from 
that storm. A change to higher tem- 
peratures enables the atmosphere to 
hold a greater amount of moisture, 
and it will continue to hold it till 
fiercer storms bring down the upper, 
cold atmosphere that is one cause of 
precipitation. Therefore an unusually 
large amount of snow north and rains 
south are expected during the next 
period of severe storms, information 
of which will be given in next bul- 
letin. 
is expected during last half of Decem- 
ber, and during that favorable period 


you should prepare for bad winter 
weather. 

1 am expecting northern Europe 
and northwestern Siberia to get a 
drouth during the crop season of 1921. 
That will make an opportunity that 
agriculture on this continent should 
make good use of. Study crops that 
will be affected in Sweden, Siberia 
and northern Russia and then pro- 
duce more of those crops than usual 
on this continent. That will require 
a study of future crop weather here. 
Our moisture will come from the 
northern part of the Atlantic ocean
